MEDICAL  OFFICER’S  ANNUAL  REPORT. 


Gentlemen, 

The  advent  of  the  new  year,  and  a circular  from  the  Local 
Government  Board,  warn  me  that  the  time  has  again  arrived  to 
compile  an  Annual  Keport  as  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  your 
Authority.  During  the  year  the  work  of  the  Board  has  gone  on 
harmoniously,  and  though  its  endeavours  have  not  been  successful  in 
preventing  the  outbreaks  of  Zymotic  disease,  the  system  of  notifi- 
cation has  brought  to  the  knowledge  of  your  Officers,  cases  which, 
without  such  intimation,  might  have  extended  the  spread  to  a more 
disastrous  extent.  A supervision  of  the  conditions  of  infected  houses 
is  also  secured,  and  this  must  to  a considerable  degree  remove  the 
probabilities  of  the  presence  of  nuisance  or  prejudicial  conditions. 
With  all  our  endeavour  and  care  isolation  is  imperfect ; even  m 
notified  cases  carelessness  can  be  alleged.  On  an  outbreak  of 
sickness,  sympathising  neighbours  often  congregate  in  the  infected 
house.  Convalescent  children  disguamating  (possibly  troublesome 
at  home)  are  allowed  to  roam  about  and  play  with  others  ; in 
addition  to  these  difficulties,  children  who  have  had  the  disease 
lightly,  not  attended  by  a doctor,  return  to  school  uncertified.  By 
these  means  infection  is  spread.  Isolation  (which  in  many  of 
the  houses  in  your  district,  with  an  artisan  population,  cannot  be 
obtained)  ought  to  be  officially  provided  by  means  of  a hospital ; 
without  such  means  we  shall,  I am  afraid,  contmue  to  chronicle 
outbreaks  of  disease,  and  our  endeavours  to  cope  with  them  remain 
imperfect  and  unsuccessful.

In  May,  June,  July,  and  August  the  average  monthly  number 
of  deaths  as  judged  by  the  returns  of  the  last  three  years  was  much 
exceeded,  and  was  caused  by  an  epidemic  of  Measles  of  a seriously 
fatal  character  introduced  into  South  Ben  well,  adjacent  to  the  City, 
in  May.  In  the  following  months  it  extended  westward  to  Paradise, 
Handyside’s  Cottages,  Delaval  and  Scotswood,  where  it  numbered 
many  victims — in  all  40  children  died,  forming  a formidable  addition 
to  our  death  rate.  The  disease  was  virulent,  most  fatal  to  children 
under  five  years,  of  whom  38  succumbed — death  rapidly  following 
seizure,  convulsions  preceding  it.  Seeing  the  serious  character  of 
the  epidemic,  the  steps  we  have  taken  to  add  Measles  to  the  Schedule 
of  Infectious  Disease  for  Notification  will,  I hope,  render  assistance 
in  any  future  emergency.

A.  careful  inopection  of  the  premises 
proved  that  there  were  sanitary  deficiencies,  the  removal  of  which 
was  at  once  ordered ; although  not  yet  finished,  they  are  in  course 
of  progress,  and  are  promised  to  be  completed  without  unnecessary 
delay.

ScAELET  Fevbe.— The  foregoing  return  (No.  1)  clearly  shews 
the  incidence  of  the  disease.  If  on  notification  the  cases  could  be 
removed  for  isolation,  much  spread  would  most  assuredly  be  averted. 
However  active  your  officers  may  be,  and  however  seriously  and 
strenously  they  inculcate  the  advantages  to  be  derived  from  isolating 
the  sick,  they  fail  to  secure  it  in  many  instances.  Some  people  have 
the  idea  that  children  necessarily  must  pass  through  such  a disease, 
and  therefore  fail  to  see  the  necessity  of  taking  precautions.  Others, 
as  I have  previously  mentioned,  having  passed  through  it,  and  still 
in  an  infectious  condition,  are  allowed  to  roam  about  and  play  in 
the  streets  (their  playground),  and  so  infect  the  healthy.  Board 
Schools  are  powerful  to  help  in  limiting  the  spread  of  disease.  The 
information  of  the  School  Attendance  Ofiicer,  I am  glad  to  say,  is 
freely  imparted  to  us.  When  called  upon,  I have  no  hesitation  in 
visithig  children  absent  from  school,  through  illness,  who  have  no 
medical  attendant,  in  order  that,  if  suffering  from  infectious  disease, 
they  may  be  prevented  returning  to  school  in  a state  liable  to  infect 
others.  The  head  masters  of  each  school  now  receive  a copy  of 
the  notifications  in  his  district,  with  a request  not  to  re-admit  the 
child  until  medically  certified  to  be  free  from  infection.  Carried  out 
thoroughly,  as  it  promises  to  be,  this  must  hmit  disease.  The  large 
aggregation  of  children  in  our  Board  Schools,  however,  necessarily 
exposes  many  more  of  them  than  used  to  be  the  case  to  the  influence 
of  any  contagion  present.  An  misuspected  infecting  child  attending 
school  soon  sows  a crop  of  disease,  the  extent  of  which  is  only 
limited  by  the  number  who  are  unprotected.  The  type  of  Scarlet 
Fever  has  in  almost  every  case  been  of  a mild  character.  The 
deaths  (four)  arising  from  it  have  resulted  from  secondary  causes 
(Dropsy,  &c). 

Typhoid.  Five  cases  reported.  One,  a leadworker  complained 
of  the  foul  smell  at  his  works ; another,  the  surroundings,  although 
not  prejudicial  to  himself,  were  a source  of  dangers  to  others,  he  being 
a lodger  in  a flat  of  three  rooms  where  five  adults  and  six  children 
were  accommodated ; a third  resulted  or  was  said  to  be  caused  by 
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his  occupation  in  the  sewers  of  an  adjoining  authority,  here  also 
three  adults  and  four  children  occupied  two  rooms  ; impure  water 
was  the  source  of  a fourth,  the  use  of  which  was  interdicted 
by  the  Board,  and  the  Company’s  water  supplied  ; the  fifth  com- 
plained of  a noxious  smell  from  the  sewers  in  front  of  house. 
Owing  to  the  great  scarcity  of  water,  the  sewers  have  not  been  so 
regularly  flushed  as  previously.  Where  possible,  they  have  been 
cleaned  out  regularly,  and  disinfectants  used  whenever  a foul  smell 
was  discoverable.  To  these  cases  every  attention  was  paid  by  your 
officers,  disinfectants  being  freely  supplied  and  any  nuisance  at  once 
suppressed.  Each  case  was  distinct ; they  had  no  comiection  with 
each  other,  and  although  the  surromidings  of  some  were  not  so 
satisfactory  as  could  be  desired,  no  second  case  in  an  infected  house 
occurred. 

Cholera. — During  the  year  18  visits  to  persons  coming  to  the 
district  from  an  infected  port  have  in  conformity  with  the  Local 
■ Government  Regulations  been  paid. 


GENERAL  WORK. 

Cowsheds  and  Dairies. — There  are  12  cowsheds  in  the  district 
containing  154  cows.  Li  addition  there  are  15  sources  of  supply 
from  beyond  the  district.  The  produce  of  the  large  dairies  is  mainly 
for  city  consumption.  The  cowsheds  have  been  regularly  visited  and 
found  to  be  fairly  clean.  They  are  periodically  limewaslied.  The 
animals  have  been  very  healthy.  No  case  of  disease  noted  or 
complaint  made  of  quality  of  milk  supplied. 

District  Visitation. — Beyond  visits  to  notified  cases,  a general 
mspection  is  made  monthly.  The  Lispector  takes  some  portion  of 
the  district  daily  for  inspection,  and  a general  inspection  is  made 
twice  a week.  Special  inspections  have  been  made  of  Handyside’s 
Buildings,  Delaval  Terrace,  and  Chapel  Court,  Scotswood. 

At  Handyside’s  Buildings  13  large  and  defective  privy  middens 
have  been  done  away  with  and  ash  closets  substituted,  the  refuse 
being  removed  weekly  instead  of  monthly  as  before.  The  defecti'se 
paving  in  yards  has  been  made  good,  and  new  spouts  affixed  to  this 
block  of  property.
